—Recently Mr. W. McClintic, 
the extensive stock raiser of Buck¬ 
eye, became the owner of an ab¬ 
normal lamb. Th'e lamb would 
have been a great curiosity if it 
could have been kept alive.

Once again the carefully trained 
athletes of our progressive "town 
have met the hardy Englishmen on 
the field and after a hard-fought 
battle of ninety minutes won the) 
football game, by the score of 2:0. 
This event closes the seasqn. 

- One .peculiarity of this game 
which has grown so popular in the 
last few years with oar ‘muscular 
race, is that there are dozens who 
prefer to see the game played to 
playing, and this was nei. 

more fully proven than in the I 
game of last Saturday. About 
three hundred persons, among 
whom were many ladie* watched 
the game daring a drying storm 
of snow and rami hail and sleet, 
which almost blinded the players. 
At one time the ground was cover¬ 
ed ' with bail-stones as large as 
bird’s egge. But the people stayed 
and shouted themselves into a 

f iretfcy state-of hoareeness. Mar- 
inton did not lack for “xootere,” 
but the tpuddy roads and heavy 
rains had kept the Pocahontas par¬ 
tisans away, and the people of 
Randolph shouted right loyally 
for-their own oonnty..^. 

The teams seemed to be evenly 
matched, aud when the first half 
ended it was plain to be seen that 
the game would go to the side 
,which outwinded tne other. Skill 
and strength seemed balanced, add 
Marlinton—we had gone to Mingo 
to Win—had only one hope left and 
that was in endurance. It did not 
prdVe a false one, and in the last 
few minutes the pace seemed to tell 
on several of the Mingo men, and 
the’ 1 ' ball stayed dangerously near 
the Mingo goal. Finally within 
six minutes of the finish, the ball 
was actually crowded through the 
goal and though the tremendous 
resistance^ of the giant bheks of 
Mingo ba id “no thoroughfare,” the 
Marlinton forwards supported by 
their backs would not acknowledge 
this and so “we fetched her.” 

"Onfi goal begets ayoljher,” and.) 
though the time given up was but 1 
four . * minutes, another goal 
was made by a long low shot by 
Lew Yeager which the Mingo 
goal keeper failed, to atop, much to 
his distress. 

The game was admirably umpir¬ 
ed by Mr. Arthur Lawson, a trne 
lover of sport, and to whose inde¬ 
fatigable efforts much is due for 
the many interesting events in the 
way of out door sports which have 
become institutions in the English 
colony at Mingo. Mr. Lanty 
Tuke and Mr. Ricketts acted as 
linesmen. 

Enough cannot be said of the 
unbounded' hospitality .and 'kind¬ 
ness of the English gentlemen of 
Mingo* to the Marlinton citizens 
who were their visitors last week'. 
Everything had been prpvided for 
their comfort and entertainment, 
and our bqys returned highly grat¬ 
ified by their reception. . The dec¬ 
orations of the field were very strik- 
jng.» The goal posts and bars were 
painted in the colors of the two 
nations represented—red, white 
aud blue, and the confines of the 
ground were marked by the “Stars- 
and Stripes” and “Union Jacks.” 
The Mingo linesmen waved a red 
flag, and the Marlinton linesmen 
a blue one. The bright scarlet 
uniforms of Mingo contrasted well 
with the dark blue of the home 
team.

fro* Min* A A DESCRIPTION OF ITS CONVENIENCES. 


BY TITS ARCHITECTURAL KDITOR. 

Tbe new jail proper is absolutely 
fireproof, for all exterior and interi¬ 
or walls are solid brick, all floors 
and ceilings are solid cement oen- 
crete packed on arches that are 
carried by steel girders from wall 
to wall, and tbe roof fa covered 
with slate. There being practically 
no wood to decay;'ther# will be no 
expensive repairs or renewals need 
ed for generations to fbllow. There 
are no hollow places in walls or 
floors to narboF vermin, tbe best of 
all buildings tor indiscriminate col¬ 
lections of humanity,' Tbe walls 
are laid aud plastered and will 
harden year after year. 

Tbe design as is shown in onr ex¬ 
terior view, while indicating a com 
pact whole, embraces three distinct 
divisions, to-wit i A residence in 
front, and office, guard room, hospi 
tal room, aod detention room, inter 
mediate aod jail proper in the rear. 
These several departments are as 
folly separated by solid walls as 
though ander separate roofs. Tbe 
roslueuce has central halls and 
staircase, with parlor and family 
room on this floor. Tbe basement 
has dining room, kitchen, furnace 
aud fuel room. Ou tbe first aud 
second floors each room has a nice 
oak mantelpiece artistically design¬ 
ed. 

All doors have movable tran¬ 
soms, and the fiuish is polished 
aun varnished in a superior manuer 
Tbe prisouers all cuter tbe jail 
through the guard room in the in¬ 
termediate department, liere'ard 
located the inspection and search 
rooms, the hospital, iemale and 
light^offeuse aud detention cells. 
This liemg the ouly entrance to the 
rear cage room, which is built of 
two tiers of cells. Two floors have 
been fitted enabling peifect separa¬ 
tion of rsces, aud£s each floor has 
four cells, two on-each side 0 |>eni<ig 
into a central exercise, or prison 
er's, corridor, and aa each cell is as 
independent of the others as are 
the rooms in a hotel similarly ar- 
tanged, it is possible to make far¬ 
ther a perfect classification Of tbe 
prisoners, bat it will hardly be nec¬ 
essary for years to assign so many 
to a compartment. ' 

These cells with their central ex¬ 
ercise or prisoner* corridors, are 
ueste together and enclosed on all 
sides aud below and above with a 
burglar proof grating, and ouoe in¬ 
carcerated the whole jail file of tfie 
prisoner is in this cage, and if tbe 
roles are adhered to tbe jailer will 
always have a steel wall between 
him and bis guests, although the 
latter will be auder close scrutiny 
and absolute observation at all 
times from the jailer’s corridor 
which extends all arouud the cage 

Food is banded to tbe prisoners 
through suitable opeuiugs m outer 
gratings. There is a large tank of 
water near tbe top of each cell 
within reach of its inmates, so that 
this great necessity is at the indi¬ 
vidual commaud of eAch unfortu¬ 
nate. This tank also serves as a 
flushing reservoir tor the iron bop* 
per closet placed in each cell and 
couDected by scientifically trapped 
pipes and sewer. This provides for 
tbe immediate disposal of all excre : 
meut, and removes tbe greatest oh 
jftctiou to former jails. 

As baa been staled, the doors of 
each cell open into tbe central exer¬ 
cise or prisoners corridor on either 
side. This iB wider than our ordl 
nary rooms. Our interior sketch 
shows it in part, and at rear end 
cao he seen the prisoner’s bath 
tank. At the front of this picture 
the open door to this corridor shows 
the - only entrance to the cage 
tbs npper right band corner 
shows an open box in which are 
levers moving a system of bolts 
over the doors of each cell and a 
separate lever lor each door enables 
tbe jailer to arrange the exercise 
periods for each cell independent 
of all others, and this without en¬ 
tering the cage or com|ng in con¬ 
tact with the prisoners. 

Additional locks are provided 
for all doors, but they are placed 
and removed, while the corridor is 
empty, and while The doors are 
locked by the bolte/thfejever box is 
provided with te* tale\gjuindlng 
devices requiring all levenr*to be 
thrown and also locked in their 
places before the door of the box 
can be closed. The bolts are also 
arranged so that they cannot be 
moved while the door is open, all ot 
which is to preclude mistakes or 
carelessness by the jailer. The 
steel floors of tbe cells aod corri¬ 
dors are overlaid with imported ce¬ 
ment, giving a comfortable,' artifl 
' cial stone surface easily kept dean. 


Lack of space prevents reference 
to the many npecial features or tba 
jail construction, which sre the re¬ 
sult of many years of experience 
aod investigation, bat tbe cage ma¬ 
terial is a combination of tensile or 
“blow proof setter and crucible or 
“saw proof steel, and tbe report 
of Peck’s best metal worker, Rob¬ 
ert Born*, appointed by »he board 
of Commissioners to fully test every 
tool proof bar in these cells, estab¬ 
lished the fact that every one, ag¬ 
gregating upwards of a thousand, 
bus had jmveo trials, nnd is tool 
proof and satisfactory. 

Tbe Manly MauufactnringCo., of 
Dalton, Georgia, the only jail build¬ 
ers in tbe Booth, who contracted 
for and completed the entire work, 
state that this is the first Instance 
in which Bach carefnl scrutiny has 
been given by coaniy officials.. 

Those of the tax payers who are 
capable ofjndglng the work, say it, 
is 'undoubtedly creditable to all 
concerned, and pleases many of 
those who have examined it, and 
Times gives this sketch and theag 
illustrations for the benefit of those 
who can not make a person*1 exam¬ 
ination of the building.
